THE HAGUE (AFP) - Dutch 
national earner KLM said it 
has scrapped 54 Sights to and 
from Amsterdam's Schiphol 
airport scheduled far Thurs¬ 
day after forecasters sounded 
a "code orange" extreme 
weather warning for the next 
24 hours. 

The Netherlands is prepar¬ 


ing for heavy storms with 
surging tides and winds pre¬ 
dicted to gust up to 130 km/h 
(51 miles per hour) in places 
in the north 

in the south, the landmark 
Eastern Scheldt storm surge 
bamer has been closed off far 
the first time in six years, 
public broadcaster NOS re¬ 


ported 

"As a result of the extreme 


weather expected, we have 
cancelled 34 flights to and from 
Amsterdam/' KLM (Royal 
Dutch Airlines) spokesman 
Joost Ruempol told AFP 
"These are flights going Id 
and coming in from across 
the continent/' he added. 

Inter-continental flights 
will go ahead as scheduled, 
but travellers flying KLM to 
European destinations are ad¬ 
vise d to check for regul ar up - 
dates on the airline's website, 
Ruempol said. 

Schiphol is Europe's 
faurth-busiest airp ort with be¬ 
tween 12 D, ODD ta 140,000 pas¬ 
sengers passing through daily 
The storm will approach 
the Netherlands from the 
west and was a result of a 
low-pressure system over 
Norway, bringing extreme 
weather to the Dutch coast by 
Thursday afternoon, the 
weather websiteweer.nl said.

Lecture held on drugs and alcohol problem 
among the youth on Aruba 



On the hrst of December 
Minister Dowers attended a 
lecture by FAD A (Anti Drug 
Foundation Aruba) in the au¬ 
ditorium of the University of 
Aruba 

Mr. Diaz, the person in 
charge of facilitating the lec¬ 
ture, reported on a research 
project he conducted among 
students on Aruba attending 
secondary schools. Some 
S296 students were inter¬ 
viewed. 

The goal of the research 
was to ascertain the problem 
of drugs and alcohol among 
our youth. 

Tire study was conducted 
during 2D 11 and 2012. The 
results are described in three 
reports with the title - Seal 
(Schools) - Fun da ci dii (Foun¬ 
dation) - Choiler (drug ad¬ 
dict). Tins past week schools 
were the mam focus 

The ages d£ the students 
varied between 12 to 19 
years. At EP1 the students 
were the oldest. The total 
number of students who par¬ 
ticipated was 75 3% Aruban 
bom and 9 0 2% o f Dutch na¬ 
tionality. 

Remarkable is that the re¬ 


search shows that 90% of the 
s cho ol p a pul ati on has exp en - 
enced drugs and some have 
experienced alcohol from the 
early age of 4 yrs The use of 
alcohol is greater than the use 
of drugs. Alcohol use is more 
than that of drugs especially 
at family parties Drugs are 
used mostly in stressful situ¬ 
ations. 

Many children turn to al¬ 
cohol due to family situations 
such as unemployment, do¬ 
mestic violence, constant 
fighting and parents who 
themselves consume drugs 
and alcohol. 

One factor which can help 
young people is the way of 
spiritual guidance, love for 
the child and a good relation¬ 
ship with the child on the part, 
of parents 5.57% of these 
young people have very little 
spiritual activity according to 
Diaz, ‘"all children must have 
social contacts, but tins social 
contact is exactly what brings 
the risks with it according to 
the research. From the about 
§ thousand students inter¬ 
viewed about two to three 
thousand ran the risk of be¬ 
coming alcoholics or drug 


addicts. 

Prevention of drugs and 
alcoholism is under the watch 
of Minister Dowers' Min¬ 


istry In the next four years he 
intends to da his utmost to 
curb this negative develop¬ 
ment cited in the research re¬ 


ports Dowers is convinced 
that the support af parents is 
crucial in any effort at¬ 
tempted

Coupled with a spring tide,

The Eastern Scheldt storm 
surge b airier part of fortifica¬ 
tions to protect the low-lying 
Netherlands from the North 
Sea, has been dosed off for 
the first time since 2007, the 
NOS said. 

The flood barrier is part of 
the so-called Delta Works 
which were built after disas¬ 
trous floods m 1953 winch 
left almost 2, ODD people 


were overwhelmed and dykes 
brake as a result of heavy 
storms, putting large swathes 
of the southern Dutch 
province of Zeeland under 
water. 

The Netherlands was last 
hit by very strong winds at 
the end of October when two 
people were killed and hun¬ 
dreds of trees were uprooted 
Weather experts said two se¬ 
vere storms in a short space 
of time are rare. 

A code orange warning is 
one level below a "code red 
alert" -- given out by the 
Royal Dutch Meterological 
Institute (KNMI) for the 
worst possible weather con¬ 
ditions.

Canada to claim North

OTTAWA (AFP) - Canada's 
prime minister has ordered 
the inclusion of the North 
Pole in the country's Arctic 
claim after it was excluded 
from a proposed UN submis¬ 
sion, a newspaper reported 
Wednesday. 

Canada will still meet a 
December 6 deadline for fil¬ 
ing an application to the 
United Nations to extend its 
northern sea boundary, ac¬ 
cording to the daily Globe 
and Mail.

the truck, according to a text of 
tire testimony shown by the 
Hidalgo state prosecutor's of¬ 
fice.

According to health min¬ 
istry figures, about 20,000 pa¬ 
tients m Turkey were awaiting 
kidney transplants last year, 
while about 2,000 were wait¬ 
ing for livers 

Turkey is a major transit, 
route for organ trafficking, 
with operations against illegal 
rings being carried out almost 
on a monthly basis, according 
to media reports. 

In 2005, Turkey amended 
its penal cade to explicitly de¬ 
fine organ trafficking as a 
crime, punishable by up to 15 
years in pnson. 


'Men and women's brains are wired 
differently' 



A new study looking at the neural wiring of the male and 
female brain has concluded that there may be some 
truth to commonly held beliefs about what makes men 
and women tick, The study, one of the largest ever con¬ 
ducted scrutinising the "connectomes" that link different 
parts of the brain, was carried out by the University of 
Pennsylvania's Perelman School of Medicine. The study 
found a greater degree of neural connectivity from front 
to back within one hemisphere in males, suggesting 
brains were wired to facilitate connectivity between per¬ 
ception and co-ordinated action. Women's brains mean¬ 
while were wired between left and right hemispheres, 
indicating they facilitated communication between the 
analytical and intuition, the study found. The study re¬ 
ported that on average men are more likely better at 
teaming and performing a single task, such as navigat¬ 
ing. Women meanwhile were likelier to have a superior 
memory and social cognition skills-makingthem better 
equipped for multitasking and creating solutions which 
could work for a group.

Hie world's biggest social 
network, cognizant of its 
growing importance for dis¬ 
covering news, said in a blag 
post on Monday that it is revis¬ 
ing tire way it delivers infor¬ 
mation to its billion-plus users 

The blog noted that "our 
surveys show that on average 
people prefer links to high 
quality articles about current, 
events, their favorite sports 
team or shared interests, to tire 
latest nr erne." 

And Facebook will tweak 
the way its displays articles in 
user News Feeds. "This means 
that high quality articles you or 
others read may show up a bit. 
more prominently in your 
News Feed, and menre photos 
may show up a bit less promi¬ 
nently," the engineers wrote. 

They added that Facebook 


will also "show people addi¬ 
tional articles similar to ones 
they had just read " 

"Soon, after you click on a 
link to an article, you may see 
up to three related articles di¬ 
rectly below the News Feed 
past to help you discover 
more content you in ay find in¬ 
teresting," they said. 

But to avoid diminishing 
the updates from friends, 
Facebook will revise its 
"bumping," which means that 
after a user reads air article it 
may not show up again in the 
News Feed unless there are 
new comments from fir ends. 

A study earlier tins year 
showed Facebook is becom¬ 
ing a key source of news for 
users of the huge social net¬ 
work even if people discover 
articles mostly by happen¬ 
stance

Hie increase m US oil prices 
came after the weekly Depart¬ 
ment of Energy report showed 
US crude-oil stocks fell 5.(5 
million barrels to 335.3 million 
barrels. A Dow Jones 
News wires survey had pro¬ 
jected no change. 

The inventory report was a 
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"bit of a wakeup call" for ail 
market traders, said John Kil- 
duff. founding p artner at Again 
Capital. 

The large draw r down in US 
oil stocks came on the heels of 
a 23 percent rise in US ail 
prices Tuesday after news that 
part of the Keystone pipeline 
will open for delivery in Janu¬ 
ary The Keystone news raised 
expectations that more oil 
would move horn storage to 
Gulf Coast refineries 

US oil stocks rase more than 
10 percent from mid-Septem¬ 
ber through late November, a 
trend that ultimately pushed oil 
prices below $100 a barrel 
from Qctob er 21 

Wednesday's decline in 
Brent oil prices came after die 
Organization of Petroleum Ex¬ 
porting Countries agreed, as 
widely expected, to keep its 
production ceiling unchanged 
at a Vienna meeting. 

However, traders said 
pledges from Iran and Iraq to 
quickly boost output in 2014 
portended a potential crude 
oversupply, especially if 
Libyan oil production returns 
at full force and US output in¬ 
creases at its expected rate. 

Hie Brent market is more tied 
to international oil shipments 
than the WTI market. 

OPEC "rolled over the quota 
but it's dear they're going to 
have an issue on their hands 
next year," said Kilduff. 


EU slaps record fines on 
banks for latest abuses 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - Hie Eu¬ 
ropean Union imposed a 
record 1.7 billion euros ($2.3 
billion) m hues an six institu¬ 
tions on Wednesday far rig¬ 
ging key interest rates that 
affect vast sums of money 
around the world 

The sanction comes after 
several other massive penalties 
imposed on the world's biggest 
banks over the malpractices 
which have besmirched the 
reputation of the sector. 

After boom years on Wall 
Street and in London, the fi¬ 
nancial crisis of CODS has ex¬ 
posed various abuses by 
banks, including the reporting 
of false interest rates or tire 
hiding of junk home loans in 
derivatives sold as high-qual¬ 
ity assets 

On Wednesday, the Euro¬ 
pean Union dredged out one 
more malpractice by the insti¬ 
tutions, with German Deutsche 
Bank fined a total of 725 mil¬ 
lion euros for involvement m 
cartel rigging of'both die Euro¬ 
pean Euribor and Japanese 
Tib or rates. 

French Societe Generate 
was fined 44d million euros 
for manipulating the Euiopean 
Euribor rate, while British 
bank RBS, already mired in 
controversy, was fined 391 
million euros for involvement 
m cartels winch rigged both 
rates 

The European Commis¬ 


sion's anti-trust authorities had 
never previ qu sly imp o s ed such 
big fines overall. Competition 
Conmn ssioner Joaquin Alum¬ 
ina told a press conference. 

"What is shocking is not. 
only the manipulation of 
benchmark but (the) cartel," 
said Almunia, adding that the 
fine was meant to both punish 
and dissuade". 

The commission is now in¬ 
vestigating the alleged rigging 
of the Swiss franc, and does 
not exclude "more investiga¬ 
tions in the same area", said 
Alumina. 

It is "not the end of the 
story", he warned 

In total, four financial insti¬ 
tutions were involved m a car¬ 
tel which rigged the Euribor 
rate and six in a cartel which 
manipulated the Tib or rate 

In the Euribor case, British 
bank Barclays benefited from 
immunity and will not pay a 
fine because it revealed the ex¬ 
istence d£ the rigging to the 
Commission 

Deutsche Bank was how¬ 
ever fined A66 million euros, 
and Societe Generate and RBS 
were fined 131 million euros 
m the Euribor case. 

Investigations are continu¬ 
ing concerning French bank 
Credit Agncale, HSBC of 
Britain and US bank J PM or¬ 
gan. 

in the Tibor case, Swiss 
bank UBS avoided a fine be¬ 


cause it admitted the cartel 
misdoing to the Commission 

Deutsche Bank was fined 
259 million euros, RBS 2(50 
million euros, JPMorgan SO 
million euros, US bank Citi¬ 
group 70 million euros and 
British broker RP Martin 
247,00 D euro s in that case. 

Deutsche Bank, Germany's 
biggest lender, said it had al¬ 
ready accounted for the 
penalty in its reserves. 

According to Wednesday's 
Sueddcutsche Zeitung news¬ 
paper, the bank has a share of 
more than 15-percent in the 
currency market. 

Societe Generale, which 
said the fine would not affect 
its full-year target, blamed the 
rigging on "one employee" 
who "acted without the knowl¬ 
edge of his hi er achy and the 
management of the bank" 

The investigations and fines 
come after a separate scandal 
broke over the rigging of the 
London Libor rate, winch is 
the benchmark rate that under¬ 
pins the terms of 1500 trillion 
of contracts ranging from 
mortgages to student loans 
around the world 

The Euribor, Tibor and 
Libor interest rates are calcu¬ 
lated slightly differently but 
fulfil a vital function as a ref¬ 
erence for the rates which 
banks are charging to lend 
each other.
